The Treasury Department could take a lesson from these designers, or 
at least open their eyes.

In each of these individuals (and the same applies to those I 
an unfamiliar with), these Clubs suffered a loss. A loss that with 
time may hopefully be made up; however, in reality is never really 
made equal. 


What prompts me to write is that these deaths remind us so clear- 
ly that coin clubs or any any organization are composed of living 
people. Individuals who, regretfully at times, we may never fully 
know or worst appreciate until it is too late. 


In each of these individuals (and the same for those I have no 
knowledge of), there existed a consistent dedicated record of service 
to their Clubs. A service not based on personal gain or pursuit, but 
a service to do what had to be done for the sole interest of the Club 
and its members. 


& What prompts me to reflect in this Editorial is that often it 
is not until such tragedy strikes are we fully aware of the value 
(which is a poor word to use) and dedication of such individuals until, 
again, it is too late. 


These individuals mentioned and countless others worked and 
sacrificed for a coin club or any organization, because they knew or 
had learned an organization to survive, to succeed, and to prosper 
requires members willing to give and to work. To them, the worth of 
the organization was not in material or quantitative measures; rather, 
it is its service and joy to its members and community. 


These individuals, true, were not saints, but only mortal every- 
day common people living their lives far removed from fame and glory. 
However, it is true these individuals when nominated, appointed, or 
asked answered simply that he or she would do the job to his or her 
best capability. That is the lesson from their passing for us the 
living to heed. 


These individuals and numerous others in his or her own way did 
a little something to serve and to better our hobby and in a much 
broader sense to make our world a little better for all. These in- 
dividuals are gone. Cannot we at least do the same and leave, as they 
did, both our hobby and world a little better,for all?
